Cuba reported pulling out of Angola 


LUXEMBOURG (UPI) - Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro says he is pulling 
his troops out of Angola, an act that is a 
"precondition” to any improvement in 
U.S.-Cuban relations, Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger said today. 
Kissinger told reporters that Castro 
made his statem en t about troop 
withdrawals in a letter to Swedish Prime 
Minister Olof Palme and Palme read 
part of the letter to him in Stockholm 
Monday. 
Kissinger spoke to reporters aboard 
the plane that brought him to Luxem­ 
bourg from Stockholm for talks with 
Prime Minister Gaston Thorn and Grand 


Duke Jean, ruler of the tiny duchy. 
He elaborated at a news conference on 
the lawn of the Senningen Chateau, a 
government guest house on the outskirts 
of Luxembourg city, then flew to London 
to attend a conference of the Central 
Treaty Organization. 
Kissinger said Palme read to him that 
‘‘Castro intends to withdraw or has 
begun withdrawing—this is not clear—at 
the rate of 200 a week from the military 
personnel from Angola.” 
(In Stockholm, Pierre Schori, an ad­ 
viser to Palme, said the letter also 
promised Cuba will not use the troops 
anywhere else in Africa or Latin 


America.) 
Kissinger said he ordered an in­ 
telligence check to see if Castro was tell­ 
ing the truth, and the results should be 
known in about four weeks. 
‘‘If it turns out to be correct, we con­ 
sider it a positive development and we, 
of course, insist that all Cuban troops 
must be withdrawn from Angola and a 
partial withdrawal would not meet our 
requirements,” he said. 


‘‘It (total withdrawal) is a precondi­ 
tion to the improvement of U.S.-Cuban 
relations, but it would have to be com­ 
pleted before we can make a decision.” 


Kissinger said the Cuban withdrawal 
from Angola, if true, is due to U. S. 
policy and to diplomatic moves by 
African nations. 
The Cubans sent an estimated 13,000 to 
15,000 troops to Angola during the winter 
and, with the help of Soviet arms, 
brought the Marxist Popular Movement 
for the Liberation of Angola to power in a 
civil war against two rival movements. 
The United States strongly protested the 
Cuban and Soviet intervention. 
A senior official aboard the Kissinger 
plane said the Castro letter to Palme 
came via Russia. But the Swedish Fo­ 
reign Ministry said Kissinger had mis­ 


understood the means of delivery. The 
ministry said the Cuban ambassador to 
Stockholm personally delivered the let­ 
ter to Palme. 
In Stockholm, Swedish diplomats said 
Castro wrote that he had already begun 
withdrawing his troops and that half of 
them would be out by year’s end. He also 
was reported to have pledged not to use 
them anywhere else in Africa or South 
America. 
Latest U.S. estimates are that Castro 
has some 13,000 to 15,000 troops in the 
former Portuguese territory. They sided 
with the Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola, which triumphed 


over two Western-backed liberation 
groups. 
Swedish officials said Castro gave the 
reason for withdrawing as being his 
desire that Cubans ‘‘are not going to be 
20th Century crusaders.” 
But the senior U.S. diplomat aboard 
the Kissinger plane cited American pres­ 
sure as a reason for Castro’s announced 
pullback. 
Kissinger arrived in Luxembourg after 
a two-hour flight from Stockholm. He 
was met at the airport by Gaston Thorn, 
Luxembourg’s prim e m inister and 
foreign minister. 
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Two thunderous bombs rip 
Tel Aviv airport; 2 dead 


TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - A pair of 
thunderous bomb blasts rocked the 
sprawling arrival hall at Tel Aviv’s Ben- 
Gurion airport today, killing at least two 
persons, injuring nine and sending 
hundreds of terrified passengers fleeing 
for cover. 
A government communique said at 
least two persons died and nine were in­ 
jured as the twin explosions shook the 
arrival hall, shattered windows and sent 
shards of glass flying across the ter­ 
minal building. 
One of the injured was in grave condi­ 
tion. 
“What have you done to me, what have 
you done to me?” screamed a woman 
whose hair was set afire by the first 
blast. A customs worker pushed her to 
the ground and used his body to put out 
the fire. 
The communique said the first blast 


came at 2:45 p.m. when a booby-trapped 
suitcase exploded on a luggage conveyer 
in the arrival hall. All the victims were 
hurt in the first explosion. 
Security men at the airport found a se­ 
cond suspicious suitcase and began 
dragging it with a rope from the ter­ 
minal building. The bomb exploded 
harmlessly on the way out 30 minutes 
after the first blast. 


Security men then found two other 
suspicious suitcases and handed them 
over to explosives experts. The suitcases 
were blown up in special holes near the 
runway. 
Police reinforcements rushed to the 
airport to back up Ben Gurion’s regular 
security staff and sealed off the entire 
airport. 
The dead and injured were taken to 
nearby Tel Hashomer and Assaf Harofe 


hospitals by ambulances and helicopters. 
Airport workers said the first blast oc­ 
curred soon after ground crews unloaded 
baggage from an Austrian Airlines 
jetliner that had arrived in Tel Aviv on a 
flight from Vienna. 


Witnesses said the first blast was 
much stronger than the second. They 
said helicopters and ambulances arrived 
at the terminal minutes after the initial 
blast and attendants carried most of the 
victims on stretchers. 
The explosions came almost four years 
after three Japanese Maoist guerrillas 
sprayed incoming passengers at the air­ 
port with bullets and grenades, killing 26 
persons and wounding 79. 
Two of the “Red Army ” guerrillas 
were killed in gunbattles with security 
forces. The third was captured and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Russia cheating on 
Ford in 
SALT, official says 
uphill 


HONOLULU, Hawaii (UPI) - A 
senior Defense Department official said 
today the Soviet Union technically has 
violated SALT arms control procedures, 
and that the United States “ is closely 
monitoring” the situation. 
The official, who asked that his name 
not be used, said the non-compliance in­ 
volved the Soviets’ failure to fully 
dismantle some land-based missile silos 
before it put four missile-firing sub­ 
marines to sea. 
“The Soviets have not fully complied 
with the agreed schedule for dismantling 
older ICBM launchers,” the official said. 
The disclosure came amid Defense 
Secretary Donald H. Rumsfeld’s trip to 
Hawaii. 
“They have begun the dismantling on 
the required number of launchers and 
the launchers are all disabled. However, 
until they have completed the dismantl­ 
ing, they will not be in compliance with 
procedures established in the Standing 


Consultative Commission,” he said. 
Under the interim SALT agreement 
signed by President Ford and Soviet 
Party Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev in 
1974, the Soviet Union said it would put 
no more than 740 missile launchers in 
submarines. 
More Soviet missiles could be put to 
sea. but to do so they would have to dis­ 
mantle older SS7 and SS8 intercontinen­ 
tal ballistic missile silos on a one-to-one 
basis. The Russians have four new sub­ 
marines on sea trials which would bring 
them above that number. 
The magazine Aviation Week and 
Space Technology identified the sub­ 
marines in question as Delta ll class, the 
largest built by any navy, which first 
went to sea in 1973. The improved ver­ 
sion now undergoing trials is believed to 
have 16 missile launchers. Tile SSN8 
ballistic missile, which the Delta fires, 
can carry a nuclear warhead more than 
4,200 nautical miles.

The 
weather was mostly good, ranging from 
sun in Kentucky to clouds and a chance 
of rain along the Pacific coast of Oregon, 
considered the day’s big contest in both 
parties. 


Ford, campaigning in California today, 
said he would “not let foreign policy 
become a political football” in the 
nomination battle with Reagan. He again 
voiced support for Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, who has been under at­ 
tack from Reagan 


The border and w estern state 
primaries were the most ever held in a 
single day, with 179 Democratic and 176 
Republican delegates at stake — more 
than one-tenth the number each party 
will send to the summer national conven­ 
tions. 


Oregon, where most of the major can­ 
didates campaigned hard for votes, was 
considered a major proving ground for 
Carter. The Georgia governor is far 
ahead in pledged Democrat delegates 
'nationwide 
But he faced an Oregon 
write-in challenge from California Gov. 
Edmund Brown Jr. 


Early voting is normally heavy in 
Oregon, but a spot check of the polls an 
hour after they opened showed short to 
moderate lines at voting booths. The 
secretary of sta te ’s office earlier 
predicted 63 per cent of the eligible 
voters would cast their ballots. 


Ford got a big boost in delegate 
strength in the past three days, winning 
most of the uncommitted delegations 
from New York and Pennsylvania. But 
his battle against Reagan in the six 
primaries was uphill.

Planning commission rules: 
Lodges ok in residential zone

Lompoc Planning Commission last 
night ruled that lodges and similar non­ 
profit recreational facilities 
are 
authorized in residential zones with con­ 
ditional use permits. 
Community Development Department 
director Jack Lam told the commission 
city ordinances say nothing about lodges, 
but that it has been the intent of the staff 
“ to include lodges and fraternal 
organizations in the residential zones 
subject to obtaining a conditional use 
permit.” 
Lam said the question arose in connec­ 
tion with future plans of the Boys Club to 
build their own building on Chestnut 
Avenue between M and N streets. 
Commissioner Vernon Copeland voted 
along with the other four commissioners 
to approve Lam s recommendation, but 
said ‘‘I could envisage the Boys Club not 
being acceptable in some areas.” 
In a second agenda item, the commis­ 
sion postponed action on a request for an 
interpretation as to whether an antique 
shop is an acceptable use in a Commer­ 
cial Office (C-O) zone. Individual com­ 
missioners had expressed some reserva­ 
tions about the language in the staff 
proposal. Robert Kranig said he was 
bothered by the proposed prohibition on 
restoration work, noting that most an­ 
tique shops do at least a little restoration 
work. 


Commission chairman William Fick 
said he felt critical of furniture stores in 
the C-O zone, an implication that some 
antique shops are really merely sellers 
of furniture. Copeland said one of his 
concerns was that some antique shops 
would best be located in C-2 zones or 
central business zones. He cited the type 
of antique shop that deals mostly in junk. 
Finally the commissioners sent the 
question back to Lam s department, with 
the suggestion that the amendment to 
the ordinance prohibit warehousing, 


wholesaling and volume sales outlets. 


The question arose in connection with 
a parcel of land on F Street, south of 
Ocean Avenue. 


In a final item before adjourning, the 
commissioners agreed with Copeland’s 
request to slate a review of the city’s 
goals and objectives that were es­ 
tablished a num ber of years ago. 
Copeland had a key role in formulating 
the goals as the end product of a broadly- 
based citizens committee

Streets, police services consume over half of budget 


EDITO R’S NOTE — This is th€ second article in a series analyz­ 
ing the City of Lompoc proposed municipal budget for 1976-77. The 
first item dealt with where the revenue will come from; this one 
shows how it is proposed to spend the money

It is not surprising to most people that public works street 
projects take the largest single share of the city’s General Fund 
budget, but the second biggest expenditure does lift an eyebrow or 
two. 
Just under a million dollars — $991,915 — has been proposed for 
street improvement in 1976-’77. Close on the heels of this figure is 
9855.255, which has been asked for police services. 
The third largest expenditure in the $3.72 million General Fund 
budget proposal is $490,190 for fire services, with parks and recrea­ 
tion coming in fourth with a $302,890 request. 
Other six-figure amounts in the 1976-'77 spending program in­ 
clude $290,000 for fiscal services, $145,085 for building and facilities 
maintenance, $143,380 for community development, $142,385 for 
non-departmental allocations, and $115,370 for public works 
engineering. 
Other figures in the proposed General Fund budget, which has 
been set for public hearing on June I, include the following: 
City administrator's office. $53,280; personnel department, 
OEQ merger with 
planners delayed 


$52,385; city clerk’s office, $47,145; city attorney’s office, $46,905; 
emergency services, $22,535 and city council, $17,055. 
The proposed budget also includes a number of special fund 
items which bring the total expenditures up to $9.2 million for the 
year. 


Largest special fund outgo is for electric utilities, amounting to 
$2,323,290. Wastewater facilities expenditure is proposed at 
$1,037,610 and $829,026 is proposed for the water utility. 
Others are $300,510 for solid waste disposal, $280,275 for vehicle 
maintenance, $200,000 for Community Block Grant Development 
projects, $142,350 for sewer revenue bond redemption and $93,220 
for water revenue bond redemption. 
“ Inflation continues to run ahead of revenue growth, creating a 
chronic problem in financing city services,’’ City Administrator 
Gene L. Wahlers said in remarks introducing the budget to the City 
Council. 


“ This year, our problem was compounded by a decrease in 
available general revenue sharing funds. The present revenue 
sharing program will terminate December 31. Whether the 
program will be extended and how much will be available to the 
City of Lompoc is still questionable.” 
Most of the revenue sharing funds have gone into police services 
since the program’s inception. With this year’s allocation cut to 
$120,000, about half of the usual appropriation, the difference has 


had to be made up from elsewhere in the police services budget. 
“With reductions in capital outlay, we have been able to develop 
a budget which provides essentially the same level of services as 
last year with no increase in the property tax rate,” Wahlers said. 
The tax rate is to be set officially in August, but no change in the 
present $1.8488 rate is anticipated. 
Wahlers noted that the general fund requests from department 
heads were cut by $244,000 to the $3,716,075 figure that is in the 
proposed general fund budget. This represents an increase of ap­ 
proximately $230,000 — or 6.6 per cent — over the current budgeted 
figure. 


Commenting on other funds, Wahlers noted that the water fund 
balance is $27,000 less, but the increase in reserves for this fund, in­ 
cluding a Community Development Block Grant allocation, totals 
$50,000 which w ill be used in future years for replacement and 
reconstruction of existing mains and facilities. 
“ Unfortunately,” Wahlers said, “ the amounts required for these 
improvements are substantial. Ihe staff will continue to seek all 
available grant funds for system improvements to supplement the 
water fund revenues.” 


Also showing a slight fund balance decline is the electric utility 
budget, but the reserve for a new electric substation has been 
raised by $275,000. Additionally, $20,000 has been budgeted in both 
electric and water funds from CDBG money for preliminary 


capital improvement in the coming year Engineering work will be 
under way by early summer on the electric substation and the 
water reservoir project, Wahlers said. 
Another minor decrease in fund balance is in the wastewater 
budget, but the reserve for capital expenditures now exceeds 
$500,000, Wahlers noted. This was a condition required for obtain­ 
ing grant funds for the new treatment plant which will be com­ 
pleted in the coming fiscal year. 
The solid waste fund is about the same as for the past year. Dur­ 
ing the coming year, Wahlers said, the engineering division will 
complete a study for landfill improvements. 
Commenting on the past year’s growth, Wahlers cited a “ high 
level of improvement with significant progress on many projects.’’ 
These include downtown revitalization, now nearing completion; 
Santa Ynez River Park now under construction; Central Avenue 
reconstruction, to be completed in July and the senior citizen 
center, negotiations for which were authorized by the council at its 
last meeting. 
Also under review are a transportation system, pilot project for 
which will be in operation later this year, and parks and recrea­ 
tion, street, parkway and street tree improvements “ are continu­ 
ing to upgrade the community appearance and livability,” Wahlers 
concluded.

Faced w ith a cap acity

The predicted confrontation 
between the Grand Jury and 
citizen, planning and en­ 
vironm ental groups highly 
critical of the recent Interim 
Report of the Grand Jury didn’t 
occur, as the main issue Mon­ 
day was not the Grand Jury 
report but a special county 
committee finding on proposed 
amalgamation of the two of­ 
fices 
But there were reverberations 
of County Supervisor James M. 
Slater's earlier statement 
pointing the finger at a 
majority of the Grand Jury for 
“ possible conflict of interest.” 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
rebuked several witnesses for 
referring to Slater's findings, 
and Slater said he would like to 
enlarge on his findings, but 
agreed with Chairman Frank J. 
Frost that they were getting 
into side issues 
Supervisor Robert Kallman, 
who has taken the lead in 
proposing the environmental of­ 
fice might well be subordinated 
into the Planning Department, 
said Monday he was not 
satisfied with a special commit­ 
tee's finding that no savings 
seemingly would result from 
such a merger. He felt the 
report subm itted by Ad­ 
ministrative Officer Raymond 
D. Johnson wasn't complete. 
Floyd, who wasn’t on hand, 
wasn’t necessarily in agree­ 
ment with the findings of the 
report. He was on the commit­ 
tee with Raymond Johnson and 
Planning 
D irecto r 
B ritt 
Johnson 
Slater opposed the motion by 
Kallman to have a decision 
delayed until Floyd — who 
doesn’t see eye to eye with 
Johnson on most things — can 
prepare a special report stress­ 
ing possible cost-cutting ef­ 
fects. The Goleta supervisor 
protested, “ You’re getting the 
issue down to the monetary 
level.”

Frost 
evidently was referring to Scott, 
Glenn, who has been engaged in 
a years-long effort to build a 
condominium complex in Sum­ 
merland Glenn had told the 
supervisors in open meeting 
more than a month ago the 
Grand Jury was probing the en­ 
vironmental office. 


— Heard a claim by Super­ 
visor Fletcher that the county 
environmental office took on 
board Environmental Specialist 
Cindy Sage’s husband as well 
and paid him more than $3,700 
for special work in the past 
year. Reynolds replied that he 
had “ filed a complete rebuttal” 
to this claim with the Grand 
Jury.

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Cigarette tax hike clears committee 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Legislation providing a two-cent-a 
carton increase in cigarette taxes to finance antismoking adver­ 
tisements has unanimously cleared the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee. 
The bill (SB1444) by Sen. Arlen Gregorio, D-San Mateo, was sent 
to the Senate floor Monday on a KH) vote. 
It would raise $4.6 million a year by boosting the current levy of 
$1 per carton on cigarettes. The program envisions spending $7 
million over the next year and a half on advertisements and local 
programs pointing out the health dangers of smoking. 


‘Last hired, first fired' concept upheld 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme court has left in limbo the 
status of minorities and women who have run into worker seniority 
systems when challenging employer discrimination by race and 
sex. 
The justices refused to review two lower court decisions that the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 protects the principle of “last hired, first 
fired.” Under this reasoning, blacks and women hired to comply 
with the act’s requirements are the first to go in layoffs. 


Social Security tax hikes urged 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Social Security System’s trustees 
say tax increases are a must if the program is to stay solvent in the 
face of escalating costs. 
The system is simply paying out more in benefits than ifs earn­ 
ing from payroll taxes and will be in even worse shape over the 
next 75 years than was projected last year, the trustees said Mon­ 
day. 
In its annual report to Congress, the three cabinet-member 
Board of Trustees recommended prompt action “to strengthen the 
financing of the old age, survivors and disability insurance system 
over the near term by means of appropriate increases in the tax 
rates.” 


Byington may get second chance 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - High absenteeism, election year po­ 
litics and luck, more than issues, probably governed the Senate’s 
rejection of S. John Byington as chairman of the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission, according to Senate aides. 


The story may not be over. Opponents of the nomination failed to 
make a usual parliamentary move which would have headed off a 
reconsideration of the vote, so the Senate may get a second chance 
to vote on the nomination and possibly reverse its 37-33 decision. 


Brown s employe pay raise endorsed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The Senate Finance Committee has 
changed its mind and narrowly approved Gov. Edmund G. Brown 
Jr.’s controversial proposal to grant nearly all state employes a 
flat $70-per-month pay raise. 


A 7-3 bare-ma jority vote Monday sent the $242 million salary and 
fringe benefit package (SB1555) by Sen. Clare Berryhill, R-Sh ingle 
Springs, to the full Senate. 


Assembly defeats GOP property tax cut 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The Assembly, following bitter debate, 
Monday soundly defeated Republican-sponsored legislation to 
reduce residential property taxes by as much as $4.9 billion a year 
by 1980. 
The election-year measure (ACA102) by Assembly Republican 
leader Paul Priolo of Pacific Palisades was rejected on a 44-29 
bipartisan vote, IO short of the two-thirds majority needed. 
The proposed constitutional amendment was strongly opposed by 
Assembly Speaker Leo McCarthy. D-San Francisco, who charged 
it was not “rational sensible lawmaking” and could cost as much 
as $4.9 billion in new taxes to replace lost revenue. 


Karen's family won t seek new advice 
DENVILLE, N J. (UPI) — Karen Ann Quinlan’s family believes 
there is no need to seek new legal guidance on her “right to die” 
even though she has been breathing on her own in a coma for 
several days, a source close to the family said today. 
The 22-year-old woman’s ability to live without a respirator that 
had sustained her life for 13 months prompted speculation that 
some other life support systems might be withdrawn under the 
authority of a state Supreme Court ruling. 
Besides keeping Karen alive with the respirator, her doctors 
have said they feed her through a tube and treat her regularly with 
antibiotics to fight off infections that could be fatal. 


Five more Hughes wills' show up 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (UPI) — It was just another routine day at 
the Clark County Courthouse — five more “wills” from Howard 
Hughes appeared, along with yet another claimant saying he was 
with Melvin Dummar when Dummar picked up Hughes in the 
desert. 
The additional “wills” arriving in the mail Monday — including 
the first tape recorded version — brought the known total to 25, in­ 
cluding 23 on file here, one mailed to a Houston Judge and one sent 
to the New York Times. 
Most are obvious fakes or pranks. Only one, the “Mormon will,” 
■ is the object of formal probate court proceedings to dispose of 
Hughes’ $2.5 billion fortune. 


Bing Crosby chokes on piece of meat 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — Singer Bing Crosby, 72. was admit­ 
ted to Riverside Hospital Monday night to have a piece of meat 
removed from his throat, the hospital said today. 
Crosby is in Columbus to play in the Memorial Golf Tournament 
Pro-Am at nearby Dublin. 
He apparently got a piece of meat caught in his throat and was 
having difficulty swallowing and had a choking sensation,” said 
Mrs. Joie Cline, a nursing supervisor. “It was removed last night 
but they are going to do some followup studies , X-rays and things 
like that.” 
Crosby was reported in good condition. 


Concorde has near miss with small plane 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Mystery may forever surround the 
identity of the small plane that came uncomfortably close to a 
collision with the first Concorde supersonic transport flight to the 
United States. 
The pilot of the single-engine propeller plane flew away minutes 
after he ignored a radar controller’s warning Monday and came 
within about 400 feet of the British Airways Concorde shortly 
before the SST landed at Dulles Airport. 
Federal Aviation Administration officials said a controller saw 
the light plane on radar but could not identify it or tell where it 
went after the incident. 
The British pilot and copilot said they saw the plane but were go­ 
ing too fast to tell precisely what kind it was or read its number. 


Giscard Lebanon offer meets resistance 


PARIS (UPI) — French President Valery Giscard d’Estaing’s 
offer to send peacekeeping troops to Lebanon encountered fresh 
opposition today and appeared unlikely to be implemented at any 
time in the near future. 
“I fear this proposition was too hastily conceived,” said Socialist 
leader Francois Mitterrand, who came within two percentage 
points of beating Giscard d’Estaing two years ago “Wouldn’t It 
just aggravate the dangers?”

She was 
found at Bluff Creek Resort, 
several miles south of where 
she was reportedly carried off 
Saturday by w hat was 
described as a huge hairy beast. 
“We got a report of a woman 
screaming at the resort,” the 
spokesman said. “Our units 
responded and they found her 
and called an ambulance. She’s 
been through quite a lot.” 
Authorities who had organ­ 
ized a widespread ground 
search Monday by 150 deputies, 
Forest Service employes and 
volunteers refused comment on 
the woman's account of her dis­ 
appearance 
They said she would be ex­ 
amined at Hoopa Medical 
Center, then taken to a Eureka 
hospital and questioned more 


extensively later. 
Earlier in the day, Sheriff s 
Sgt. Harold Reed said deputies 
were treating Miss Darvell’s 
disappearance as legitimate 
but he said he had never found a 
bona fide track of "Big Foot” in 
50 previous investigations. 
Deputy Jack Whelihan, direc­ 
tor of the search, described the 
abduction account: 
“Mr Terry Gaston said he 
saw ‘Bigfoot’ hover over Sherie 
Darvell like a big bat, and then 
pick her up and they disap­ 
peared up the canyon.... 
“He said it was Bigfoot. Said 
it looked just like the pictures ” 
Gaston said the creature 
stood about eight feet tall and 
weighed up to 500 pounds. Miss 
Darvell, with Gaston and two 
other friends, was hiking on a 
trail searching for evidence of 
“Big Foot” when she disap­ 
peared. 
Both the woman who was 
reportedly lost and the persons 
who made the report are 
members of a group which has 
been exploiting the “Big Foot” 
legend and was making a film 
in the area.

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MANILA, The Philippines 
(UPI) — A major dike burst to­ 
day in the Philippines’ typhoon- 
devastated 
central plains, 
sending floodwaters to rooftop 
level and endangering at least 
70,000 nearby residents. 
The official Philippine News 
Agency said authorities sent out 
an urgent call for motor boats 
and amphibian trucks to 
evacuate an estimated .10,000 
families — or 70,000 persons — 
living along the Arnedo Dike, 60 
miles north of Manila. 
The death toll caused by 
floods and high winds spawned 
by slow-moving Typhoon Olga 
stood at 53". The number of 
refugees totaled 139,500, 
according to official figures, 
and was expected to increase. 
The floods first hit the Manila 
area and then extended into the 
rice-growing areas of central 
Luzon. 
President Ferdinand Marcos 
went on nationwide radio and 
television to declare the entire 
main island of Luzon a disaster 
zone. More than half the 
nation’s 42 million population is 
concentrated on the island. 
The presidential proclama­ 
tion broadened the list of goods 
covered by price controls to in­ 
clude candles, matches, canned 
goods, fish and instant coffee. 
The decree was aimed at com­ 
batting profiteering and 
hoarding. 
Marcos reported the loss of at 
least 15,000 acres of ricelands 
ready for harvesting and said 
one province, Nueva Ecija, 90 
miles northeast of Manila, was 
almost entirely under water. 
He said improved weather 
conditions were forecast the 
next few days but warned “it is 
necessary for our people to 
steel themselves for further 
sacrifice.” 
Olga was reported to be more 
than 200 miles west-northwest 
of Manila late Monday, and 
moving slowly at less than 


three miles per hour, with peak 
winds of 70 miles per hour, 
toward the South China Sea. 
Another typhoon, Pamela, 
was reported slowly moving 
about 300 miles northeast of 
Iwo Jima today. 
The Japanese meteorological 
agency reported Pamela’s 


force was diminishing. The 
agency said the typhoon was ex­ 
pected to veer east and there 
was little danger it would strike 
Japan’s main islands. 
Pamela earlier inflicted $300 
million in damage on Guam. 
President Ford declared the 
American island a major dis­ 
aster area. 
First of 29 rites 
held in Yuba City 


YUBA CITY, Calif. (UPI) - 
A boy knelt between the antique 
white caskets of his twin sisters 
and gently touched them. His 
mother put her hand on his 
brown hair and coaxed him 
from the gravesite. 
The boy was Joseph Engle, 
ll. His sisters were Sharlene 
and Carlene, 17. Nearby ser­ 
vices were under way for 
Pamela Engstrom, who turned 
18 last week, and Joanne 
Matson, 15. 
A -few feet away was the 
flower-covered grave of Cathe­ 
rine Mudge, 15. She was buried 
four hours earlier. 
Nearly 1,500 mourners came 
to the cemetery to pay final 
respects to the four teen-agers 
Monday. It was the first of a 
series of funerals for 29 victims 
of a bus crash Friday, including 
Daniel Wright, 15, who died of 
his injuries Monday at Highland 
Hospital in Oakland. 
Some made the five-mile trip 
between town and graveyard 
several times. 
Two mortuaries said that by 
Wednesday the burial services 
would be completed. 
Kneeling numbly at the twin 
coffins, Joseph Engle, wearing 
a new brown suit his twin 
sisters had sewn for him as a 
gift, typified the shock and grief 
felt in this farming community 
which has suffered more than 


its share of mass death. 
In 1956, 37 persons died in a 
Christmas flood. In 1971, 
searchers unearthed the re­ 
mains of 25 farm laborers who 
had been hacked to death and 
for which Juan Corona was con­ 
victed of murder. 
The students, members of the 
Yuba City High School choir, 
and a teacher were killed near 
Martinez when their 26-year-old 
chartered bus crashed through 
a guard rail and plunged off a 
freeway ramp. 
“This is a sad time in our 
lives only because we don’t un­ 
derstand the eternal plan of the 
Lord,” Bishop Paul Sorensen 
told 800 mourners who spilled 
out of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints and 
onto the lawn outside.

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Bed tax 


increase 


rescinded

The Board of Supervisors tos­ 
sed a monkey wrench Monday 
into hopes of the AU Year As­ 
sociation of Santa Barbara to 
get $93,000 in advertising funds 
in the coming year by voting un­ 
animously to rescind an or­ 
dinance designed to raise the 
county bed tax from 6 to 7 per 
cent. 
The higher tax was due to 
become effective July I, and 
advertising councils in areas 
where the tax is collected were 
to add augmented funding. 
But efforts of motel owners 
— led by Tom Dobbins, of Vik­ 
ing Motel, Solvang, and by 
Goleta Valley Chamber of Com­ 
merce to get the one per cent 
boost voided were finally suc­ 
cessful. 
Dobbins filed petitions show­ 
ing that not only were county 
area motel keepers in opposi­ 
tion, but Santa Barbara city 
motelmen as well. The Santa 
Barbara survey, he said, 
showed 53 of 60 in the city of 
Santa Barbara now opposed 
with others not able to be con­ 
tacted. 
Previously, opponents had 30 
motelmen sign against the in­ 
crease in the unincorporated 
areas, declared Dobbins. 
Dobbins stressed that county 
area motel keepers pointed out 
they were against the boost - 
even though it meant more 
advertising money for their 
areas. They did not want to in­ 
cur displeasure of their guests 
paying 6 per cent elsewhere, it 
was shown. 
The reversal action was a 
blow to the All Year Assn. and 
Santa Barbara Chamber of 
Commerce. 


A chamber spokesman told 
the board that the added 
funding promised the All Year 
Assn. by the Santa Barbara City 
Council — if the rate went to 7 
per cent —■ would be about 
$93,000, with another $30,000 
from county collections in 
Montecito. 
‘‘We are now in jeopardy of 
losing both,” the spokesman 
said, explaining the City Coun­ 
cil was to boost the city’s rate 
to 7 per cent if the county acted. 
The supervisors introduced 
the 
ord in an ce 
M onday 
rescinding the previous or­ 
dinance, and second reading 
will take place Tuesday, June I. 


Besides Dobbins, Goleta 
motor lodge operator Manny 
Matt appeared in opposition to 
the 7 per cent tax, as did Doug 
Kueny, bed tax chairman, 
Goleta Valley Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 


Kueny said he understood the 
cities of Santa Maria and Car­ 
pinteria had no plans to raise 
their rate to 7 per cent. ‘‘This 
would result in an uneven tax 
rate for travelers within the 
county,” he showed. 
Robbins said additional 
funding will come about even 
though the rate remains at 6 per 
cent. He said the county has 
collected over $366,000 for the 
first nine months this fiscal 
year — through March — more 
than $44,000 over the same 
period last year with rates and 
bookings going up. This in­ 
crease doesn’t reflect the big 
Easter weekend revenues 
which came in April this year, 
he showed. 


The action to rescind came on 
a motion by Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher, with supervisor 
Francis Beattie seconding it.

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Ali's still the champion, but...

NEW YORK (UPI) - Everybody’s watching, and 
Muhammad All not only knows It, he feels It. He 
talks a great deal about all his followers, those who 
supposedly love him, but he is not so insensitive 
that he isn’t aware there are also these who would 
love to see him lose his title. He can feel that also, 
lately more than ever before. 


Never at any time in Munich’s Olympia Hall 
Tuesday morning, or Monday night in the United 
States, was there much danger of AU letting his 
championship slip away to British southpaw 
Richard Dunn, of whom it most accurately can be 
can be said his spirit was willing but his chin was 
weak. 
Herbert Thomser, the German referee, stopped 
the bout with less than a minute left in the fifth 
round, awarding Ali a technical knockout after con­ 
cluding correctly Dunn had enough following five 
quick visits to the canvas. Watching this million 


dollar classic on tv, I was left with the same im­ 
pression I had three weeks ago when I felt Ali beat 
underdog Jimmy Young clearly enough at Lan­ 
dover, Md., but that the loser emerged with his im­ 
age far more enhanced than the winner. 
Not that Ali looked anywhere near as bad against 
Dunn as he dii against Young, but he certainly 
didn’t look Uke the same Muhammad Ali who won 
his title back from George Foreman in Zaire nearly 
two years ago or even Uke the same one who stop­ 
ped Joe Frazier in the Philippines last year. 
Always full of promises, Ali had told everybody 
he was going to come out dancing against the 31- 
year-old Dunn. He didn’t. As a matter of fact, this 
was one of the few fights where he was forced to get 
moving or else risk getting his feet stepped on by 
the perpetually uncharging challenger. Okay, so 
let’s forget about the dancing. 


How about all the openings Dunn provided with 
that standup, straight-in southpaw style of his? Ali 


missed at least a half dozen of them and sometimes 
looked painfully amateurish vainly trying to cope 
with Dunn’s right-hand lead. When you consider he 
has been fighting professionally for 16 years now, 
you have to wonder when, if ever, Ali is going to be 
able to handle southpaws. Would you ever believe 
that after all this time, he still can’t hit left-handed 
pitching? Not die way he should, anyway. 
More than that, there was no sign whatsoever of 
the old bounce to Ali’s legs. He’s 34 and he looks it, 
even though he boasted about those IO pounds he 
took off since his near-disaster with Young. Ali 
didn’t come out and say he was happy the referee 
stopped the fight when he did, but he didn’t have to 
say it. The weariness showed plainly in his 
features. He didn’t try to hide the fact he was tired 
or that Dunn had hurt him with some of his 
punces. 
“He shook me twice,’’ he admitted. “ I’m glad I 
trained for this fight. If I trained the same way I did 
for Young, I would have lost.” 


Lately, Ali talks more and more about the pos­ 
sibility of losing. He is not talking because he feels 
any necessity to pump up any gate this time but 
only because he knows better than anybody else 
when his skills are starting to slip away and it oc­ 
curs to him that possibly is happening to him now. 


Knocking down somebody like Richard Durn five 
times doesn’t prove a thing. Dunn had been knocked 
out eight times before. Jimmy Young was one of 
those who flattened him and even at his worst, 
Muhammad Ali could stand there all night, take 
Young’s best punches and hardly even flinch. 


Muhammad Ali has gone back and he knows it. To 
give you a rough idea of how far, picture the Ali 
who scored four consecutive knockouts over Henry 
Cooper, Brian London, Karl Mildenberger and 
C leveland W illiam s. Only one of them , 
Mildenberger, a southpaw, managed to get past the 
sixth round. That was ten years ago. It seems at 
least a hundred.

Freisleben comeback 
26-game hit streak 


encouraging to Pads 
LeFlore ignores pressure

Dave Freisleben has always had the 
God-given talent to become a star 
pitcher, and now he says he has the 
“faith" necessary to see his promise 
fulfilled. 
Freisleben, a shining rookie two 
seasons ago who faded badly last year, 
made his first start Monday night since 
being recalled from the minors last week 
and pitched a six-hitter to lead the San 
Diego Padres to a 2-0 triumph over Los 
Angeles which snapped the Dodgers’ six- 
game winning streak. 
It was the first shutout for Freisleben 
since July 28 of last season and it is a 
welcome sign to the Padres’ manage­ 
ment who were beginning to wonder if 
the 24-year-old- right-hander would ever 
begin to fulfill the potential he displayed 
as a rookie. 
Freisleben was one of the top young 
pitchers in the National League in 1974 
when he posted a 9-14 record and an im­ 
pressive 3 65 average for a San Diego 
club that won only 60 games. 
The Padres thought he had a more 
promising future than Randy Jones at 
the time but while Jones went on to win 
20 games last season for San Diego, 
Freisleben slumped to 514 with an over­ 
sized ERA of 4 28 
His career took 
another step backward during spring 
training when he was cut from the squad 
and optioned to Hawaii of the Pacific 
Coast League.

'H e shook 
me twice/ 
says AH 


MUNICH (UPI) — In the course of try­ 
ing to wipe out a piece of personal 
em barrassm ent three weeks ago, 
Muhammad Ali wiped out Richard Dunn, 
flooring the British challenger five times 
for a fifth round technical knockout. But 
even with all that, he still wasn’t the 
Muhammad Ali of old. 
He admitted as much after Herbert 
Thomser, the German referee, stopped 
the scheduled 15-rounder out at 2:05 of 
the fifth round. 
Ali’s all action, fifth-round TRO 
against the European and British cham­ 
pion repaired the damage done three 
weeks ago by a shambling fight with 
Jimmy Young at Landover, Md. But it 
was Dunn, who attacked Ali from the 
opening bell and got up off the canvas 
five times to bore in once again, who 
made the champion battle all the way. 
Ali acknowledged Dunn’s courage and 
the part he played in his comeback. 
“I figured he would run but he is 
courageous, has got a lot of heart and 
took some hard punches,” Ali said. "He 
shook me twice and I told Angelo 
(Dundee) between rounds I was glad we 
took this fight seriously. If I was in the 
same shape I was in against Young, 
Dunn would be world champion. 
“I had to hit him with some solid 
rights—a punch we’ve just perfected 
called the acupunch. He could not expect 
it. He could not see it. It comes right off 
the hand.” 
“He gave me more trouble than I ex­ 
pected. He hit me good a couple of times 
and hurt me. He shook me up. I’m glad I 
trained for this fight.

‘I’m just trying to keep you out 
of the fight.’ But someone kept 
mauling me and grinding my 
shoulder into the ground. I 
thought it was Nettles and how 
hypocritical it was of him to be 
saying he was only trying to 
keep me out of the fight.”

Should the California Con­ 
stitution continue to give 
favored tax treatment to 
banks, corporations and in­ 
surance companies by continu­ 
ing the practice of requiring a 
tw o-th ird s vote in the 
Legislature to change tax laws 
affecting such businesses? 
This question w ill be 
answered at the polls June 8 
under Proposition 5. 
Other tax legislation af­ 
fecting citizens of the state 
require only a simple majority 
of both houses to change tax 
laws. 
Advocates of this measure 
call the present two-thirds 
requirement in the Legislature 
“archaic and discriminatory.” 


They state that numerous 
bipartisan state commissions 
have recommended repeal of 
the tax advantage. Presently 
there are 150,000 corporations 
with the tax privilege. 
We agree that all taxes 
should be the same but we dif­ 
fer with the means offered by 
this proposition. 
Rather than lower the vote 
requirement to a majority to 
change business taxes, we 
should raise to two-thirds the 
vote required to change 
people-taxes. 
We support the opposition to 
this measure on the basis of 
their argument:

A ssociation recently has 
reported that business initially 
bears 50.7 per cent of state and 
local taxes, including some 66 
per cent of property taxes, 30

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Ford's political courage 


WASHINGTON 
We have watched 
President Ford closely since he picked 
the government reins off the floor nearly 
22 months ago. We have often disagreed 
with his policies; occasionally, we have 
criticized his performance. But we have 
detected one characteristic that has gone 
largely unnoticed: 
G erald Ford has 
political courage. 
This side of the 
President has been 
revealed behind closed 
White House doors. 
Ford made the deci­ 
sion, for example, to 
send S ecretary of 
State Henry Kissinger 
to Africa on the eve of 
some crucial Southern 
primaries. 
The President saw 
advance drafts of the 
statements Kissinger intended to make 
in Africa, supporting the rights of the 
black m ajority. Political advisers 
warned that the timing couldn’t be 
worse, that the Kissinger tour would an­ 
tagonize many Southern voters. 
The President said the situation in 
Africa was too critical to wait and per­ 
sonally gave Kissinger the go-ahead. 
Subsequently, Ford lost to Ronald 
Reagan in the Texas, Georgia and 
Alabama primaries. 
Yet the confidential minutes of a White 
House meeting on May 12 show the 
President had not relented. The takeover 
of Angola by Soviet-supported Cuban 
troops and guerrillas, he said, had made 
the situ a tio n " p o te n tia lly very 
dangerous” for African moderates. 
‘‘Without some strong position by us,” 
he declared, “Africa would become ripe 
for the picking." There had been "some 
criticism of the timing” of the Kissinger 
visit, he said, “but I can’t hold foreign 
policy in abeyance for political reasons.” 
Ford has also dismayed his political 
advisers by calling for an increase in 
social security taxes and a five per cent 
ceiling on pay raises and pensions. Past 
presidents managed to postpone such un­ 
popular moves until after the election. 
But Ford told aides it was more impor­ 
tant to bring the budget under control. 
Even more astounding, he ordered the 
shutdown of four Air Force bases in. 
states where he was courting votes — 
Craig in Alabama, Richards-Gebaur in 
Kansas, Webb in Texas and even 
Kincheloe in his home state of Michigan. 
When Republican leaders pleaded with 
him to spare their pet projects, ac­ 
cording to the confidential minutes of a 
May 5 meeting, the President replied 
bluntly: “There are definite limitations 
on what we can spend.” 
He demanded fiscal reforms before he 
would agree to bail New York City out of 
its financial crisis, despite a warning 
that the stringent measures would cost 
him votes. 
He replied that the city would never 
have wound up on the financial rocks if 
past mayors had been willing to face the 
facts. “We cannot go on spending," he 
said, “without worrying about where the 
money is coming from.” 
Probably no presidential action was 
more unpopular than his attempt to 
make gas and oil more expensive. 
Although we criticized him for penaliz­ 
ing the poor, he felt this was the best way 
to hold down oil consumption and, there­ 
by, to reduce U.S. dependence on Arab 
oil fields. 
“This may not be good politics,” he 
told his advisers, “ but it is good for the 
country.” 
Ford also sought to curb electronic 
surveillance by the FBI and CIA in a 
move that brought praise from Sen. Ted 
Kennedy, D.-Mass., but criticism from 
some conservative Republicans. 
Confidential minutes quote the Presi­ 
dent as responding: “ It was a tough deci­ 
sion, without total unanimity, but I felt 
we had to move in the national interest.” 
Another time, his irrepressible former 
campaign m anager, Howard “ Bo” 
Callaway, suggested to White House aide 
Richard Cheney that the politically em­ 
barrassing trial of ex-Sen, Edward 


Gurney, R.-Fla., be held up until after 
the election. 
Cheney had been around President 
Ford long enough to respond im­ 
mediately: “ We don’t do that sort of 
thing in this Administration.” 
CUBANS IN AFRICA: The announce­ 
ment from Angola that the new govern­ 
ment will m aintain a preferential 
relationship with Cuba means that the 
Kremlin will be calling the shots from 
behind the scenes. 
For secret intelligence reports state 
flatly that the Soviets are subsidizing and 
directing the Cuban operations in Africa. 
Cuban merchant ships, meanwhile, are 
“prominent” in the Angolan ports of 
Luanda and Lobito. Intelligence reports 
suggest they are moving military equip­ 
ment from Luanda to Lobito as the 
Marxist MPLA faction continues to 
solidify its rule in southern Angola. 
Apparently, Cuban troops are still con­ 
ducting combat operations against the 


remaining, retreating UNITA guerrillas. 
The ruling MPLA forces, according to 
our intelligence sources, cannot yet 
direct successful military operations on 
their own. 
The tiny Angolan air force is also man­ 
ned by Cubans, the intelligence reports 
suggest. There have been a number of 
reports, too, that more Cuban techni­ 
cians are arriving in Angola, perhaps ac­ 
companied by their families. 
The best estimate is that more than 
12,000 Cuban troops and 1,000 Cuban 
technicians are now stationed in Angola. 
Until recently, there had been few 
reports of friction between the Cubans 
and native Angolans. 
But reports have now been received 
that Cuban soldiers have pulled out of 
Angola’s Cabinda area after harass­ 
ment by the local populace. 
Footnote: Intelligence reports claim 
Cubans are secretly training guerrillas 
in Mozambique, Somalia and Guinea.

Politics as usual 


What hasn’t shown immediately on the 
surface is the politics that surrounded 
the election of Virgil Phelps of Lompoc 
to the chairmanship of the county’s Ad­ 
visory Committee on Water for the 
County Water Agency. 
Sources close to the scene last Friday 
when committee members met in Santa 
Barbara say Phelps 
was elected, by a vote 
of 8-7, o v er Tom 
Nielsen of Solvang 
after a close vote on a 
related question. That 
was not so surprising, 
but the narrow vote, 7- 
6 approving the con­ 
cept of rotating the 
chairm anship was. 
Then again maybe it 
was the only way that 
kind of question could 
have wound up. 
One source indicates south county 
forces, principally led by those from 
Goleta and Montecito, were adamant 
that the chairmanship of the vital water 
committee should stay in the hands of 
south county forces. The politics roiling 
these waters for some weeks were 
known to have encouraged Dr. William 
Bollay, the incumbent chairman to step 
down, thus opening the door to Friday’s 
election. Bollay, incidentally is from the 
south county. 
Phelps and N ie ben were nominated 
for the position after two other north 
county figures declined to accept the 
nomination. Nielsen, some may recall 
was one of the leaders of a committee 
that recommended downzoning of vast 
amounts of land in the Santa Ynez- 
Buellton area. Those recommendations 
are still being considered, but the com­ 
m ittee that wrote them has been 
superseded by a committee composed of 
nominees from various community 
organizations. 
Phelps, as most people know, is a 
director of the Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District, and a represen­ 
tative on the Cachuma Operations and 
Maintenance Board (O and M Board). 
Despite some politics surrounding 
Nielsen aside from questions of water, 
the man was credited last Friday with an 
unsuccessful appeal for committee 
members to forget the historic north- 
south split over water matters and to 
come together in a countywide un­ 
animity. 
In some comments Monday on his elec­ 
tion, Phelps praised Bollay for doing a 
good job, in one vein, because he pulled 
the committee from the quagmire of in­ 
activity to become a dominant force in 
water matters. Bollay impressed this 
reporter for his vision in projecting com­ 
m ittee efforts and for his warm 
relationship with those around him. 
Phelps said the next com m ittee 


meeting will be in about 60 days. Top 
priority, he said is to conclude the con­ 
tractual arrangements for the conjunc­ 
tive use study and then to move on to es­ 
tablish a pricing policy for state project 
water. 
These affairs are difficult. Still in the 
works is a feasibility study of sorts on 
the Salsipuedes Creek project south of 
Lompoc, and at least an eyeball glance 
at other alternative sources of local 
water supply. Phelps emphasizes that 
the state has clearly mandated a look at 
all local sources before proceeding with 
delivery requests on state Feather River 
water. 
The City of Lompoc and the SYRWCD 
have both asked for the Salsipuedes 
study and both entities have an open 
mind on other water affairs. 
It is not immediately clear, to reflect 
back on earlier questions here, how 
Phelps managed to get elected. In his 
own words, he would have failed if he 
hadn’t got some "crossover” votes from 
south of Gaviota. All that came about, 
the close vote, that is, when other key 
north county representatives were ab­ 
sent. 
But elected, he was and some view it 
as a good thing for Lompoc 


WASHINGTON - In 1964 Sen. Barry 
Goldwater, the Republican candidate, 
got 27,176,799 votes for president. He 
carried five states in the Deep South, 
Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississip­ 
pi and South Carolina, and his own state 
of Arizona. He was running, of course, 
against the incumbent President, 
Lyndon B. Johnson, 
who had not yet been 
scored with the dis­ 
aster of Vietnam. 
Today Goldwater is 
riding to the rescue of 
President Ford. His 
a tta c k on Ronald 
Reagan for Reagan’s 
charge that the Presi­ 
dent “ proposes” to 
" g iv e a w a y " the 
Panama Canal is be­ 
ing used in radio spots 
by 
th e 
F o rd 
strategists. Initially Goldwater said on 
television that Reagan was either misin­ 
formed or out of his mind. 
Later, the idol of the conservatives 
went further to add that if Reagan per­ 
sisted in his stand he could involve the 
United States in armed conflict. Certain­ 
ly, and this Goldwater did not say, a 
stand-pat, no-treaty position can set all 
of Latin-America against us since opi­ 
nion is unanimous that we cannot keep 
sovereign rights in a sovereign state “in 
perpetuity.” 
There are many signs to indicate the 
country is going conservative. In the 
primaries thus far, the liberals have 
been all but nonexistent. But to claim, as 
Reagan does, that a great body of con­ 
servatives out in the country is simply 
waiting to vote for him is quite another 
matter. Nor can this judgment be made 
from his successes in the Republican 
primaries. The Republican party is a 
fragmented fragment that seems bent on 
destroying itself. 
The crossovers in state after state, 
however, are a different matter. When 
he was running on a third-party ticket in 
1968, Gov. George C. Wallace got nearly 
IO million votes. If this is added to 
Goldwater’s total four years before, it 
might be a measure of the disaffected 
opposed to much of what has happened in 
recent years. 


It is the anti-Washington vote succes­ 
sfully exploited by Jimmy Carter. The 
Reagan strategy is not merely anti- 
Washington and anti-Ford. Reagan has 
picked up every jingoistic appeal 
designed to touch the fears and 
prejudices of Americans in a time of un­ 
certainty and doubt 


One indication of how successful his sl­ 
ick appeal to these prejudices has been 
is President Ford’s response Ford has 
allowed himself to be put on the defen­ 
sive, which is a grievous error for an in­ 
cumbent President who is presiding over 
an economy showing strong signs of 
recovery from the recession and whose 
incumbency is enhanced by the role he 
will play on America’s 200th birthday.

Canal "give-away” is an old scarecrow. 
It was set up by Sen. Strom Thurmond 
(R.-S.C.), who signed up 37 cosponsors 
for a resolution pledging the signers to 
vote against any treaty changing the 
status of the Canal. This is more than the 
one-third necessary to reject a treaty 
and, in spite of rumors to the contrary, 
Thurmond’s office says none of the 
cosponsors, one of whom is Goldwater, 
has asked to have his or her name 
withdrawn. 


The House went even further, adopting 
an amendment to a State Department 
appropriation bill prohibiting any use of 
department funds for negotiating a 
treaty that would change the status of 
American “ownership” of the Canal.The 
vote was 246 to 164, with the Republican 
vote split 103 for, 33 opposed. While the 
amendment was stricken in conference 
between the two houses, it was in­ 
dicative of the chauvinistic feeling about 
Panama and the Canal. 


On the charge that the United States

has slipped behind the Soviet Union in 
the an res race, Reagan picked up his 
leads — in fact, even some of the direct 
m aterial — from A dm iral Elm o 
Zumwalt who, since his retirement as 
chief of naval operations, has launched a 
political career with Secretary Kissinger 
as target No. I. His reiterated charges 
have pushed Ford even further from his 
position as a m oderate Pentagon 
defender so that recently he called for 60 
additional Minuteman III missiles. As a 
former Secretary of Defense put it: 
“We need 60 additional Minuteman 
missiles about as much as I need a case 
of swine flu.” 
In the same vein, Ford has urged 
swifter construction of the B-l bomber 
even though the testing phase is not com­ 
pleted. While not visible in the daily 
headlines, the dark cloud of Vietnam and 
Watergate still hangs over Washington, 
and those who occupy the seats of power 
today, however innocent they may have 
been, are under the shadow of the tragic 
past.

After years of experimenting with 
various laundry products, my Child 
Bride finally found one that worked just 
right in our washer. So what happens? 
They “ improved” it to the point that it 
made our white things gray and our 
colored things dull and dingy. 
I could cite numerous other examples 
— the removal of cyclamates from the 
market right in the middle of a dieting 
program; the introduction of new math 
right at the time when my daughters 
needed assistance with their arithmetic 
homework; the decision of our nation to 
“go metric” just when I finally had 
mastered the difference between a peck, 
gill, rod and furlong. 
Now Paul Thompson, our genial Lom­ 
poc librarian, has brought me word of 
another devastating blow.
